WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk plans 
to meet with some La Un-Ameri­ 
can foreign ministers to take 
stock of the Dominican situation 
and to explore the possibility of 
setting 
up 
a 
standby 
inter- 
American force for future emer­ 
gencies. 
Perhaps a half dozen foreign 
ministers — the exact number 
is still unknown — arc expected 
at an Organization of American 
States meeting — tentatively set 
for late today — to review the 
month-old Caribbean crisis and 
consider what to do next.

Johnson'! adviser on national 
security 
affairs, 
returned 
W ednesday from nearly a fort­ 
night in Santo Domingo and told 
newsm en the situation is “ much 
less hectic" now. 
Rusk planned to see Brazilian 
F ore ign M inister Vasco Le lino 
da Cunha this afternoon. Th*’ 
OAS session then would follow, 
although officials said it may be 
delayed until Friday. 
Rusk told a news conference 
W ednesday the Dominican con­ 
flict should spur the OAS to 
create a reserve m ilitary con­ 
tingent that could be hurried to 
hem isphere trouble spots while 
slower- moving inter-American 
consultations took place. 
Johnson Criticized 
'"Hie hem isphere," Rusk said, 
"needs to take up again tile 
question of 
constituting 
some 
standby forces on a continuing 
basis, on prom pt call, and the 
organization of a political m a­ 
chinery few* taking hem ispheric 
decisions promptly in the face 
of fast-moving events." 
P resident Johnson has been 
criticized in some quarters for 
not consulting with the OAS be­ 
fore sending Marines to the Do­ 
m inican Republic April 28. 
But 
Rusk 
said 
the 
United 
States had to act quickly and 
that it consulted with the OAS 
prom ptly after the troop order 
was issued When the OAS was 
inform ed, he said, it was unable 
to take even prelim inary steps 
until m ore than a day later.

of the Dominican rebel congress 
sent a m essage to non-Commo­ 
nist nations around the world 
W ednesday night accusing the 
United States of coercion in Do­ 
minican internal affairs. 
The attack on the U.S. inter- j 
vent ion in the Dominican crisis 
was signed by Arevalo Cedeno 1 
Valdez and Anibal Cam pagna as 
presidents of the Cham ber of 
Deputies and Senate dissolved 
by the overthrow of President 
Juan Bosch in 1963. 
Sent to parliam entary leaders 
in the W estern Hem isphere, E u­ 
ro!*. the Middle E ast and Asia. 
the m essage asked for support 
of the 
“ free and 
dem ocratic 
parliam ents" of the world. It 
did not go to Cuba. Haiti, the 
Soviet Union or Red China.

In Hands Of OAS 
The 
Congress 
purportedly 
m ustered 15 of its 27 senators 
and 41 of 74 deputies in rebel 
territory on May 3 and elected 
the insurgent leader. Col. F ran ­ 
cisco Caam ano Deno, provision­ 
al president of the nation. 
McGeorge Bundy, who headed 
the U.S. negotiating team sent 
here to try to resolve the crisis, 
returned to Washington Wednes­ 
day. He was rejiorted convinced 
he had m ade considerable prog­ 
ress in laying Ute basis for a 
settlem ent. 
Bundy turned over the task of 
mediation to Jose Mora, secre­ 
tary-general of the Organization 
of Am erican States. Deputy U.S. 
U ndersecretary of Defense Cy­ 
rus Vance rem ained here to as­ 
sist Mora. 
Bundy did not know whether 
lie w'ould be sent back here aft­ 
er reporting to Johnson on the 
crisis, but U.S. officials plainly 
felt that the m ain responsibility 
is now in the hands of the OAS.

Right-To-Vote 
Sets Up Clash 
On Poll Tax Ban 


WASHINGTON (AP* — Sen­ 
ate passage of the adm inistra­ 
tion’s voting-rights bill has set 
up an eventual clash with the 
House over the banning of poll 
taxes in state and local elec­ 
tions. 
That is the chief difference 
between 
the 
bill 
that 
sailed 
through the Senate Wednesday 
by a 79-19 vote after five weeks 
of debate, and the one awaiting 
action in the House. 
The House Judiciary Com mit­ 
tee overrode adm inistration ob­ 
jections and wrote in a flat ban 
on poll taxes, plus a declaration 
that they have been used to dis­ 
crim inate against Negro voters. 
The Senate adopted a sim ilar 
declaration but rejected the ban 
by a 49-45 vote. 
Provisions Similar 
Despite the solid support of 
the Senate joint leadership and 
the adm inistration for the Sen­ 
ate stand on jxill taxes, 
the 
House Intends to stand by its 
version. Speaker John VV. Mc­ 
Corm ack, D-Mass., has already 
pledged his support and Rep. 
Em anuel Ceiler. D-N.Y., chair­ 
man of the Judiciary C om m it­ 
tee. said W ednesday he would 
resist all efforts to weaken the 
poll-tax provision. 
Celler’s com m ittee approved 
the billl May 12, but no action 
h a s been taken to clear it for 
debate and voting in the House. 
The com m ittee’s form al report 
will be filed Monday, and it 
could be another three weeks 


before the bill gets to the floor. 
Aside from the poll-tax issue, 
the two bills have sim ilar provi­ 
sions, closely adhering to the 
legislation

The m ain effect would be to

bill was never in doubt after 70 
Senators voted Tuesday to limit

Sen. Allen J : Ellender, D-La . 
said the m easure violates the 
Magna C arta, the Bill of Rights, 
the D eclaration of Independence 
and the Constitution. 
“ Not since Reconstruction has 
die Senate perm itted this union 
to be so perverted and subjected 
to such a diabolical attack," he 
said.

Package Tax 


Bill Proposed 
For 60 Million 


LANSING <APi — The House 
staged "the funeral of fiscal re­ 
form for this year and possible 
next y ear" W ednesday as 55 
Dem ocrats opposed a 
move to 
remove from the table a pack­ 
age of fiscal reform bibs. 
The motion was defeated 39-41. 
The D em ocrats took what they 
called a step toward fiscal re­ 
form 
but 
which 
Republicans 
called a “ regressive nuisence 
tax" by considering a so-called 
"Stam p Act.” 
The new tax bill, delayed until 
today because of technical diffi­ 
culties, w'ould levy a tax of SEK 
per SI.OOO in real estate trans­ 
fers, raising an estim ated $2 
million for the county in which 
the transfer papers were drawm 
up, and $2 million for the state. 
Income Levy Rejected 
Although Rep. George Mont­ 
gom ery, 
D-Detroit, 
leading 
Dem ocratic fiscal expert, called 
it a funeral, other party leaders 
pointed to a $60-million-plus tax 
package, of which the Stam p 
Act is a part, as a sta rt tow ard 
reform . 
The 
Dem ocratic 
package, 
would rely on a five per cent net 
; corpora hon income tax, rather 
than a personal income tax. The 
defeated bills called for a 3 per 
I cent levy on personal incomes. 
4.5 per cent on business incom e, 
and 7 per cent on financial insti- 
| tutions. 
It would reduce the property 
tax $5 per $1,000 of state equal­ 
ized valuation, repeal Business 
Activities and intangibles taxes, 
elim inate the sales tax on food 
and prescription drugs and re ­ 
duce the corporation franchise 
fee. 
Rep. Roy Spencer, R-Attica, 
m ade the move to revive the re­ 
form bills, backed by Rep. Jo ­ 
seph Conrad, D-Jackson. 
Vote Held Up 
“This Is not a pleasant sub- 
! ject,” Spencer said. “Taxes are 
not pleasant, neither is the re ­ 
form of anything. But it is our 
responsibility and obligation. I 
am 
proud 
of 
m an)' 
of 
the 
appropriations 
bills 
we 
have 
passed, but we m ust pay for our 
j program s."

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Legislators' Pay 


Michigan Legislators, who cut the salary of the 
U.P. State Fair m anager $3,000 a year to $6,000 because 
the Fair board appointed a Republican to tile job, got 
around to their own pay this week. 
First the Democratic leaders in the House sounded 
out opinion on an increase in the pay of state represen­ 
tatives from $12,500 a year to $17,500 a year, and of in­ 
creasing the term of office from 2 to 4 years. 
Michigan legislators already are the highest paid in 
the nation, with their $12,500 a year income, of which 
$2,500 is earmarked for “expenses.” Lawmakers also 
receive travel allowances. 
A year ago legislators got $7,ono a year and $1,250 
expenses. To go from $8,250 to $12,500 to $17,500 in 
two years wouldn’t be bad for legislators whose only 
essential qualification for office is that they m ust get 
elected.

On Lake Levels 


WINDSOR, Ont. (AP)—Repre­ 
sentatives 
from 
industry 
and 
government in the United States 
and Canada called Tuesday for 
more 
effective 
regulation 
of 
Great Lakes water levels. 
Twelve briefs were submitted 
to the International Joint Com­ 
mission on Great Lakes Water 
Levels, which held one of a ser­ 
ies of public hearings here. 
C. V. Youngquist. speaking for 
the Ohio Department of Natural 
Resources, warned that control 
schemes should provide 
maxi­ 
mum 
as 
well 
as 
minimum 
levels. 
"While much stress has been 
placed during these hearings on 
low levels,’’ he said, "we must 
not forget that high levels can 
be 
very 
destructive 
through 
flooding and erosion.** 


Guy Beaudet, manager of the 
port of Montreal, said outflow 
from the lakes could be better 
regulated if inflow also was con­ 
trolled. He said under current 
regulations, 
shipping 
at Mon­ 
treal has 
been 
disrupted 
be­ 
cause not enough water is re­ 
leased into the lakes early in the 
year. 
Present 
controls 
also 
have 
made levels at Montreal more 
unpredictable, 
Beaudet 
said. 
"Before the controls, a pattern 
had been established from natur­ 
al high and low level periods 
that could 
be followed much 
more easily,” he said.

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Gas Link With 
Rest Of Nation 
Coming To Area 


With the completion of its 
project bringing natural gas to 
the Upper Peninsula this sum­ 
mer. 
Michigan 
Consolidated 
Gas Co. will have linked this 
area to the largest gas produc­ 
ing fields on the North Ameri­ 
can continent and one of the 
nation’s largest natural gas sys­ 
tems. 
Michigan Consolidated is a 
subsidiary 
of 
the 
American 
Natural Gas Co., which also 
owns the Milwaukee Gas Light 
Co. 
and 
two 
interstate 
gas 
transmission 
companies, 
the 
Michigan Wisconsin Pipe Line 
Co. and the American Louisi­ 
ana Pipe Line Co., American 
Louisiana’s system runs 1,000 
miles from the Gulf coast of 
Louisiana to Detroit. 
The gas supply for the Upper 
Peninsula will all come from j 
M i c h i g a n Wisconsin which 
draws the bulk of its reserves 
th rough t two 1,200 mile long 
pipe lines from the gas fields of 
Texas, Oklahoma and Kansas. 
Michigan Wisconsin constructed 
an oversized line to Marinette 
five years ago in anticipation of 
supplying the UP., but the 
project fell through when the 
utility authorized by the Fed­ 
eral Power Commission to dis­ 
tribute gas in the U.P. rejected 
the terms of the F.P.C. ruling. 
Route Surveyed 
In addition to the southwest 
fields, the U.P. will also re­ 
ceive gas via the Michigan Wis­ 
consin pipe line, from Alberta. 
Canada, 
and 
Louisiana. 
To­ 
gether, these three areas form 
the greatest sources of natural 
gas on the continent. 
Michigan Consolidated 
also 
purchases gas from Panhandle 
Eastern Pipe Line Co. at De­ 
troit, but all that gas is deliver- j 
ed during the warmer months 
of the year and goes into un- I 
derground storage fields in the 
Lower Peninsula. 
Great steel monster—“trench­ 
ers”. “side-boom cats”, “pipe 
benders”, “back hoes”, — will 
herald the coming of natural 
gas as Michigan Consolidated 
Gas Co. carries out one of the 
largest single construction pro­ 
jects this area has ever w it­ 
nessed. 
Field engineers from Michi­ 
gan Consolidated have already 
surveyed the route for the 144 
miles of gas transmission line, 
and most of the right of way 
has been purchased.

LANSING—Michigan’s mighty 
Democratic Party is split seri­ 
ously over statewide tax re­ 
form. 
Democratic 
leaders 
in 
the 
Legislature have decided there 
will be no Income tax imposed 
on voters this year 
or 
next, 
while some freshmen lawmak­ 
ers still are struggling to bring 
about tax reform centered on 
an income tax. 
By next weekend, even these 
efforts arc expected to die. 
Ever since the late 
1950s, 
Democrats have been loud boo­ 
sters of fiscal reform that in­ 
clude an income tax on indi­ 
viduals. corporations and banks, 
'rile state Democratic conven­ 
tion in Grand Rapids earlier 
this year adopted a plank call­ 
ing for an income tax. but that 
was merely the voice 
of 
the 
party speaking. 
Members of the legislature 
ate not necessarily obedient to 
the whims and wishes of their 
party leaders. 
In the case of the Democrats, 
there is an understandable hes­ 
itancy. They control both houses 
of the legislature for the first 
time in 30 years. 
Fear Future Vote 
If they pass an income tax, 
they fear it might be another 
30 >ears before voters would 
forget and again cast their bal­ 
lots for Democrats. 
Republican Lt. Gov. William 
G Milliken summed it up when 
he said what is needed to bring 
about tax reform: 
“Such action 
takes courage 
aud that kind of political cour­ 
age has not been evidenced by 
enough 
legislators 
to 
assure 
corrective action.” 
A leading Democratic Party 
member said of his fellows in 
the legislature: 
“ It’s time to flounce on some 
of those clowns’ head? 
They 
have gone out on their own and 
ig n o red party 
leadership and 
responsibility. 
I 
don’t 
know 
why we even bothered to re­ 
apportion the legislature. 
Trouble Ahead 
Fiscal experts know Michi­ 
gan is headed for serious finan­ 
cial trouble in the immediate 
\ears 
ahead, 
unless 
reform 
comes, but die drab prospect 
is clouded by the state's present 
healthy appearance. 
When Gov. Romney presented 
his budget last year, he esti­ 
mated the state would have a 
s u r p l u s of about $55 million at 
the end of the fiscal year next 
June 30. Now. some experts are 
revising 
their 
estimates 
still 
further upward 
and 
there is 
talk of a surplus of at least 
$130 million. 
Democratic 
leaders 
in 
the 
legislature held secret meet­ 
ings all last week to arrange 
a compromise 
deal 
on 
state 
n bool aid 
The agreement is 
expected to eventually result in 
spending STO million more than 
I?<mincy recommended 
Romney’.? $788.5 million bud­ 
get called for spending $32 mil­ 
lion of a surplus that he esti­ 
mated at $105 
million. 
That 
would have left $73 million as 
a cushion for next year. 
Money Cushion

Recruiting Effort 
Senator Edward J. Robinson, 
Dearborn 
Democrat, a fresh­ 
man, was busy last week try­ 
ing to recruit supporters for 
complete tax reform.

“Nothing will be done in the 
House because Democratic lead­ 
ership doesn’t

in control?” 
He answered his own ques­

Just 
how 
fragmented 
are 
Democrats? 
Many are down­ 
cast and troubled. They con­ 
template giving up their posi­ 
tions and moving on to other 
endeavors. 
Robinson disagrees: 
“I don’t think programmatic 
Democrats will bolt the p a rty . 
We have stronger ties to the 
jvartv itself than to ideologies. 
We have a conflict between our 
loyalty to the Democratic Par­ 
ty and what we consider best 
for the state.”

Delta County 
Has More Than 
80 Soil Types 


B y L O R E N B E R N D T 


Soil Conservation Service 


There arc more than 80 dif­ 
ferent soils in 
Delta 
County. 
They range from sand to clay 
in texture and have developed 
in materials that range from a 
few inches to over 200 feet in 
depth. 
Some soils auport distinctive 
vegetation or occur on distinc­ 
tive 
geologic 
formations 
and 
are easy to identify. But most 
of the soils of Delta County 
differ in ways not evident on 
the 
surface. 
Soil 
scientists 
working on the Delta County 
and Hiawatha National Forest 
soil survey make borings, dig 
pits, and examine road cuts to 
observe and describe differences 
found in soils. 
Soils differ in effective depth. 
This is the distance from the 
surface to an y layer that limits 
water, air. and root penetration. 
This layer can be solid rock, 
gravel, or even coarse sand. 
A deep soil provides at least 
40 inches of material in which 
plant roots can grow and anchor 
the plant. There are 40 inches 
in which air, water and nutri­ 
ent* the plant must have to 
grow can be stored. A moder­ 
ately deep soil provides 20 to 40 
inches of depth. 
A shallow soil piovides IO to 
20 inches of depth and a very 
shallow soil less thas IO inches. 
M any shallow and moderately 
deep soils occur on the Garden 
and Stonington peninsulas and 
in 
various 
parts 
of 
western 
Delta County. 
The limiting laver in these 
areas 
is 
limestone 
bedrock. 
Depth of soil is important, not 
only as it affects plant growth, 
but in knowing the potential 
for excavations such as ditch­ 
ing. road building, and urban 
construction. 


W orkability Factor 


Soil texture is closely asso­ 
ciated with workability. It in­ 
fluences erodability 
and 
per­ 
meability. It is very important 
in determining how much w a­ 
ter and w’hat amounts of plant 
nutrients w ill be held in the 
soil and be available for plant 
use. Fine textured soils, those 
high in clay, have high water 
and nutrient holding capacity. 
Medium textured soils, those 
high 
in 
silts 
have 
moderate 
moisture and nutrient holding 


I capacity, and those high in sand 
have a low moisture and nutri- 
i ent holding capacity. Soils may 
be fine, medium, or coarse tex­ 
tured throughout, or the dif­ 
ferent 
layers 
may 
have dif­ 
ferent textures. 
Texture, as stated above, has 
a bearing on permeability. Fine 
textured, clayed soils have slow 
permeability, 
thus 
increasing 
the hazard of erosion due to 
runoff, especia'ly on cultivat­ 
ed areas. 
Sandier soils are less suscep­ 
tible to water erosion because 
they are able to absorb rain­ 
fall more rapidly and runoff is 
less rapid. Some soils are sandy 
, in appearance but have lavers 
of contrasting textures in the 
substrata that affect permea­ 
bility. 


Characters Control Usage 
Soils, then, are different in 
many ways, and these differ­ 
ences give rise to land use and 
conservation problems. Some of 
these problems are: shortages of 
available moisture during the 
; growing season: poor plant, soil 
and 
water 
relatiosships: 
low 
nutrient holding capacity; and 
susceptibility 
to 
water 
and 
wind erosion. 


If the landowner* and land 
users are fam iliar with these 
differences in their soils and 
recognize the problems that are 
caused by these differences then 
they are in a position to correct 
these problems. 
A soil survey w ill show the 
differences 
in 
the 
soils. 
The 
soil 
conservationist 
w ill 
help 
you 
in 
solving 
the 
problems 
caused 
bv 
these 
differences. 
But it is very important that 
the land owners and land users 
become fam iliar with the dif­ 
ferences and problems of his 
soil.

EAST LANSING—The sm all 
size dairy farm will disappear 
from Michigan by 1970. So will 
about 139,000 cows. 
Yet, total milk production 15 
years from now will be at its 
highest level in history. 
These are the tentative con­ 
clusions of Don M urray, Mich­ 
igan State University dairy sci­ 
entist, C. R. “Ray” Hoglund, 
MSU a g ric u ltu ra l 
economist, 
and Al Rippen, MSU food sci­ 
entist. The three scientists are 
studying M ichigan’s dairy in­ 
dustry as part of Project ’80, a 
futuristic look at M ichigan’s ru ­ 
ral potential by 1980. 
They point out that better 
m anagem ent will be the key to 
the increased 
production 
per 
cow necessary to m aintain an 
adequate milk supply for an ex­ 
panding population. 
They add, however, that their 
expectations are simply pro­ 
jections based on present and 
expected trends which will u n ­ 
dergo further study by M ichi­ 
gan’s rural leaders. The pro­ 
jections could change consider­ 
ably under extrem e conditions 
such as wars, droughts, the de­ 
velopm ent of a synthetic milk, 
etc.

But here’s w hat the MSU sci­ 
entists expect to see by 1980, if 
present trends continue: 
1. The average milk produc­ 
tion of all cows is estim ated to 
increase from 9,200 pounds in 
1964 to 13,000 pounds in 1980. 
2. The total num ber of dairy 
herds in Michigan is projected 
to decline from 31,000 in 1964 to 
less than 10,000 by 1980. 
3. H erds of less than IO cows 
will virtually disappear; herds 
of IO to 19 cows will drop from 
14.000 to IOO; herds of 20 to 29 
cows will decline from 6,744 to 
2,000; herds of 30 to 49 cows 
will rem ain at about 3,500 to 
3,600: and herds with 50 cows 
and over will increase sharply 
from 685 in 1959 to 2,700 in 
1980.

Rise Continues 
In Food Prices 


NEW YORK < AP' — It is 
costing more to fill the family 
dinner plate with meat, potatoes 
and fresh vegetables. 
An Associated Press survey 
indicates that the prices will 
keep rising a while longer. 
Beef 
and 
pork 
have 
risen 
sharply this spring, after more 
than a year of bargain levels for 
housewives. 
Food stores generally report 
markedly higher prices for veg­ 
etables, too — as much as 50 
per cent higher in Kansas City. 
“Highest 
all-time 
prices.” 
says Peter Asta of Asta Produce 
Co. in Kansas City. 
“Never saw prices so high 
and quality so poor.” says Steve 
Hatton, Kansas City manager 
for George De Paoli Co., anoth­ 
er produce wholesaler. 
Potato Cost Doubled 
Most food stares surveyed put 
■ their increase at about 15 per 
! cent higher than last spring. It 
| varies by region. 
The stores report that the big­ 
gest increases are for iceberg or 
head lettuce, tomatoes, cabbage 
and potatoes — all big-volume 
vegetables. 
Potatoes are double file usual 
price in many areas. 
“Highest that I can remember 
in 25 years in the business,” 
says Larry Eisenhower, presi­ 
dent of L. A. Withington & Co., 
New York potato brokers. 
Behind the high cost of eating 
are a number of factors: 
—Meat packers are paying 
more for livestock. Last year, 
when prices were low. cattle­ 
men cut back on herds; pig 
growers sold off breeder stock. 
Now, tight supplies have hiked 
top prices for steers 13 per cent 
and for top-quality hogs 34 per 
cent — highest in years. 
—Last fall’s harvest af pota­ 
toes was poor in the Midwest 
and West because of a dam ag­ 
ing frost. New potatoes aren't 
due on the market until the end 
of June and the last of the 1964 
crop is running out, brokers re­ 
port. 
Acreage Down 
—An early wanter freeze and 
rough spring weather — floods, 
tornados, drought — have cut 
into the fruit 
and 
vegetable 
crops. 
—Many in the produce mark­ 
ets blame the government’s de­ 
cision to end th* “bracero pro­ 
gram ,” under which Mexican 
workers were brought into Cali­ 
fornia to help harvest lettuce, 
tomatoes, asparagus, strawber- 
ries and other crops that have 
to be picked by hand. Acreage 
planted is down, as well as har­ 
vests. produce dealers say. 
Steve D’Arrigo, a New York 
City produce dealer, says that 
there still are some vegetables 
that are lower — corn on the 
cob, broccoli, fresh peas and 
squash. 
Some sample prices: Chicago 
—Potatoes 9-12 cents a pound 
compared with 7-8 cents last 
spring, lettuce 29 cents a head 
Boston-Lettuce 39, up 20 cents, 
cabbage 19. up IO, potatoes—5 
lb.—65, up 16.
